REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of New London: 


I hereby present a brief report of your schools and 
property. 

When coming to this district last September I was im- 
pressed with the generally admirable condition in which 
I found your school buildings and equipment. Two years 
ago your superintendent recommended better lighting in 
the Low Plain building by cutting away a few trees, add- 
ing at least two or three windows, and giving the ceiling 
another coat of paint. As the children of this school were 
transported to Colby Hill last year none of this work has 
yet been done. Under the direction of the present teacher 
the few pupils in the school are so seated, according to 
the distribution of light, that there is no immediate need 
of other changes besides repainting the ceiling. The pa- 
pered walls are under disapproval throughout the state. 
If this school is continued it will become necessary to 
replace the paper with paint. The toilets of the Elkins 
building should be made sanitary, without delay. This 
building is otherwise in good condition. When the stoves 
are jacketed, as they should be soon, according to the 
recommendation of the state, it will be an easier matter 
to secure an even temperature, and to provide necessary 
ventilation without allowing drafts upon the pupils. The 
children in the buildings not furnace-heated can thus be 
made as comfortable as those in the steam-heated build- 
ing on the Hill. The attractive and healthful conditions 
in the Colby Hill building account for much that is cred- 
itable in the school. 

The district was fortunate in retaining the teachers 
employed last year. All are trying to carry out the pro- 
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gram recommended by the State Department, and have 
been greatly helped in their work by the detailed course 
of study arranged for their use last year by Superin- 
tendent Ellingwood. The raising of the standards of 

scholarship is indicated by the fact that some classes this 
- year have already completed the work that was not fin- 
ished last year until June. This may be attributed 
chiefly to the energy and faithfulness of the teachers, and 
to their desire to bring up each grade to the high stand- 
ard set in the New Hampshire Program of Studies. Last 
fall the High School Agent sent to all superintendents 
within the state a questionnaire to obtain information 
regarding those who completed the elementary school 
work last June and then dropped out of school life. I 
found that no pupil who was graduated from your ele- 
mentary schools failed to go on into high school or acad- 
emy. That is a good record. A child’s regular attend- 
ance, regular promotions, and vital interest in getting 
on into high school or academy generally indicate the 
parents’ interest quite as much as the child’s. The codper- 
ation of parents with teachers and other school officers 
Is a very great advantage to the school and to every in- 
dividual pupil.
